KNOWLEDGE OF CANADA. 


Sir Cuarles Tupper, Canada’s Uigh 
Commissioner in London, has for some 
years past been devoting considerable 


attention to the promotion of the study 
of the political and commerci+] geo- 
graphy of the Dominion in the schools 
of the United Kingdom, 8 the re- 
sult, Sir Charles Tupper has been in 
direct communication with over 3,000 
schoolmasters, and nearly 100,000 otti- 
cial pamphlets, especially prepared for 
use as “readers” have been supplied to 
schools in various parts of the country, 
and no less than 1.000 large maps have 
been distributed, that 
the subject might be more intelligently 
taught. Schoolmastere iovariably 
testify to the increased interest now 
teing taken in Canada in their schools 
and they seem to be of the opinion 
that it is largely the consequence of 
the lessons being made more attract- 
ive than formerly by the use of such 
books as those referred to. 

The greater attention which is now 
being devoted to the subject has led the 
Minister of the Interior of Canada to 
offer a serics of prizes to students of 
fitteen years of age and under in the 
schcols of the United Kingdom for 
papers of their own composition, and 
in their own handwriting, on the his 
tory, geography, and of

Hatry Men of Japan, 
At a meeting of the Anthropologist Insti 
tute Miss Isabella igd (Mrs. Bishop}, the 
well-known traveller, read an interesting 


- paper on the Ainos of Japan, that singular 


race of ‘hairy men” who are chiefly found 
in the Island of Yesso. Miss Bird spent 
some time ina village of Ainos near Volcano 
Bay, studying their manners end customs, 
and she illustrated her lecture with speci- 
mens and dresses, utensile, and weapons, a? 
well as with illustrations, some drawn by 
herself and others taken from Japanese art: 
ists, who, however, have caricatured the 
types of the toa certain extent. 
fies Bird cannot decide whether or not 
the Ainos were the original inhabitants of 
Japan. They themselves say that they 
conquered and exterminated an earlier race 
of cave dwellers. There is no doubt, how: 
ever, that they were conquered by the Jap- 
anese. The mca range from 5 feet 4 inches 
to 5 feet 6 inches in height, are strongly 
built and muscular, and in some instances, 
ially among the mountain Ainos, are 


especial 
| thickly covered all over, except their feet 


and hands and one or two other parte of the 
body, with short black hair. 
Even children show a thick brown fell. 


’ The women are not hairy like the men, and 


have soft, brown skins, whcro it ts not, 
“‘acaled by dirt,” for, according to Miss 
Bird, these people never wesh, except for 
feasts or feativals, and then only the hands 
or feet. The men have fine, high foreheads, 
but Mies Bird wonders what they contain, 
for she has never met a stupider people. 
The average weight of their brains is about 
forty-five ounces. 

They are hunters of the bear and other 
wild auimala, and are rude gardeners. Ticy 
everything that is not 
poisonous, vegetable or animal, from élugs 
to beef, and their favorite dish is a ‘broth 
of abominable tuings to me,” the phrase of 
Miss Bird, who was forced to} eat it from 
The lisi of mgredients reminded 


the witches’ caliron, 

The Ainos live in wooden honses, all of 
the sane consiruction, and sleep on plat- 
forms made private by curtains. Unti. the 
age of nine, chillvea of both sexes live 
naked, but after tha: they are completely 
clothed in a dress oc dark cloth and Japan- 
ese cotton. The women are remarkable for 
their modesty, and onty change thir clothes 
when alone ani in the dar&. They are very 
laborious, worktig aii day long, kind to 
weit childreo, gentie and affectionate. 

‘The sien are also very obliging and 
gentle, with a singularly ewcet simile, but 
very little head outside their own bzsinces, 
and, in general, they have a sad and pathe- 
tic bearing. They aro religious, believing 
in many gods, to which they oller libations 
of *‘saki’—ihat ia, rice wine. “Saki” is 
like to prove their rain. They are dying 
cut in spite of the humane efforts of the 
Japanese Government to preserve them.— 
London Globe.
